Miss Lockart Speak* On 
I Shakespeare In Novel 
Settings 



The Tnectlng of the Players' Club 
ifilerday afternoon heard a surprise 
j l^dr ess from Miss Locknrl on certain 
v?n^s a.nd aspects of the modern 
<dratna,. Previous to Miss LockarL'è 
«>bserv.itions, the business of the 
meeting was attended to, under the 
supervision of Mr. Cecil AVest, in the 
absence of the president, K. Webster. 
Mr, West outlined the forlhconiinK 
production of "Jvory Doors," describ- 
ing briefly the various roles. Copies 
of the differdnt parts were then dis- 
tributed to tliofc desirous of trying 
for the cast, and the first try-outs 
■will -take place on Monday. 

Surprit* Address 
Mr. West called upon Miss Lockart 
to address the meeting. The speaker 
discussed various experiments in the 
modern drama with whicii she has 
been connected. Miss Lockart is in a 
position to speak on this subject as 
she has been connected -with the 
modern school of the drama In Cam- 
bridge, Ijondcm, and I'liiladclphia. 
The New Shakespeare 
Miss L'bckart related to the con- 
^^■clave of actors and would-be actors 
^«everal of her adventures in this 
, direction. Shakespeare is her special 
' jhtcrest, and muéh of her work has 
bee-n centred around the presentation 
o£ his works in novel sellings. Miss 
Lockart staled that the presentations 
of Shakespeare which the general 
jiublic are accustomed to are only 
.Victorian conceptions of his work. 
Tliereforc, those with whom she has 
Leon associated have produced his 
jilays cither as they thought he him- 
.selt would have, or as their fancy 
dictated. 

Miss Lockart proceeded to describe 
in detail several of the more inter" 
csiing adajjtations of Shakespeare in 
which she pai-ticiijutc d at Cambridge. 
One of the raosl popular of these 
])Iays was a presentation of "As A'ou 
Like It" entirely In bjack and wlilte, 
every detail being carried out in 
these colours. Novel lishiiiiK tffrcis 
. vere also, InU-oducod with great suc- 
céss^r^i.TSls^îilpnJy.T one of .several in- 
teresting cxperlmenls in the Siiake- 
spearean field which the Players heaJ-d 
about from Miss Lockart. 

The Little Theatre 

The speaker llien strcssfd Uie im- 
portance of the l^lule TlieaUe jnove- 
mcnt both in America as a wliole. and 
In England, with which she lias had 
much to do. This aspect of the mod- 
ern trend in matters dramatic has at- 
tracted great attention in England 
and is becoming iii'.M.'asingly im- 
portant on this side of the ocean. 
Miss Lockart next stated thai she 
was here in connection with the forlh- 
cumlng production of "Berkeley 
Square" at Jlis Majesty's Theatre. 
She earnestly advised all wouid-lje 
actors and actresses to attend tliis 
play if possible, as it would uller 
them a real opportunity to see acting 
of the highest grade, and to hear 
English rendered properly. Miss Lock- 
tLVV also pmphasised close attention to 
a.11 tlie details sucli as grace of move- 
ment, appearing natural, llie art of 
make-up and otlier e-ssenlials of the 
stage. At the close o£ her address, 
Miss Loekun very kindly offered to 
answer any questions from those 
present. 

Mr. AVest then brought the meeting 
to a dose, reminding all those .study- 
ing parts over the week-end ,lo be 
sure to be on hand on Monday for the 
try-ouls pieviou» to Belectins the 
cast for "Jvory Doors."

Physical Society Hears of 
Experiences in Kentucky

Magnetometer Used in Exper- 
imenting at Falconbridgc 
Nickel Deposits 

interesting geophysical experi • 
ences. In Kentucky aTid Falconbildge 
nickel mine in Sudbury were re- 
counted by Doctor A. S. Eve at a 
meeting of the Physical Society 
yesterday at 5 o'clock in the Physics 
Building. 

Upon experimenting. It had been 

found that radio signals di d not 

reach a submarine at a g; eater 
depth tlian :0 feet. It was also 
thought that signals woul'l tiot pene- 
trate earth. Radio signals had been 
rccevied In mines but It was sug- 
gésrer'tTiTrrtficy" most probàbly des- 
cended air-shafts or piping. 

An experiment was fried in the 
Kentucky Mammoth Caves. A 
simple, long-wave transmiltev, coTé- 
sisting of coil in which low fre- 
quency alternating currents Towed, 
was set up above the ground, A 
portable receiver was taken In'o the 
caves through tortuous tindcrground 
passages to a point directly under 
■the-tTansniTtter feet below it. 

Signals were heard, which could lot 
ji.nvfe entered through the passages. 
Absorption of the signals by inter- 
vening no feet of rock w.is found 
to be about 5 per cent. 

Magnetometer Used 

The magnetometer usa used to 
estimate the depth of the Falcon- 
bridge nickel deposit. N'lckcl, being 
magnetic, exports influenco on the 
magnetic needle. The deflection of 
the needle was read at ground level, 
and then at a point ten feet higher. 
By comparing tho deflections, the 
depth of the deposit can bo esti- 
mated. • 

Doctor K^e announi'pd tha' the 
Rogers Radio Company had present- 
ejj the university with a-'number of 
radio tubes as weH as a special B5 
watt lube.

WORLD MOURNS 

Prince Allonds Service 
St. Paul's Cathedral 
In London 



At 



Tlie world today bowed Its head In 
divine rcvorenco to the gnllant men 
of R-IOI who died a fiery death In 
the destruction of tho giant air-ship 
on Sunday morning. Tho world awoke 
lo hear with horror of this dreadful 
holncaust. A special memorial service 
was belli in L,ondon at n'ncient St. 
I^aiil's Cathedral. The mourners were 
from every walk of life ChoçrfuI, 
whistling Bhop-glrls were tinusunlly 
grim and silent: lofjuacloua workers 
were quiet; everyone was visibly af- 
fected. J.,awyers, doctors, soldiers, 
labourers, waiters, errand-boys, all 
solemnly mourned the great loss. All 
bowed their heads reverently to the 
memory of tho courageous officers 
and crew. Gaunt-Iooking soldiers, 
hardened by years ot experience In 
that last tearful slaughter, broke c!o\vn 
and wept freely. Mothers, wives ami 
sweethearts ot tho lost poured out 
their souls In sorrow. A multitude of 
wails rent the saddened atmosphere 
from timo to time. These brave heroes 
died truly a death befitting sons of 
Britain. Tho Prince of W'ales and tho 
Duke ot York attended the service. 
A requiem mass was also held in 
Westminster Cathedral as thousands 
of CatlioUcs mourned their dead. 

A service was held at the Cenotaph 
in Dominion Square yesterday after- 
noon when a crowd of ton thousand 
people packed tho Square for the 
memorial mass. The ceremony was 
simple and unostentatious, a cere- 
mony with a world of feeling and 
heartfelt sorrow, a last tribute to tS-e 
dead airmen. A great hush fell upon 
tlie sorrowful mass of humanity. Facing 
the Cenotaph, standing rigidly at atten- 
tion stood Sir Arthur Currlo Mayor 
Houde Col. E. W. Pope and Lieut. Col. 
J. M. Power. Numerous wreaths were 
laid at the foot of the monument, one by 
Mayor Houde on behalt ot tha City,

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A Change For The Better 

TRADITIONS fall before the progress of 
modernism, and University traditions 
arc no exception. McGill's ancient undei*- 
gradiialc (radition.s have disappeared one 
by one. Our "Theatre Night" became the 
Red and White Revue with a radical change 
in character: and with last year's removal 
of the performance from a downtown 
theatre to the Moyse Hall no vestige re- 
mained of the hilarious rowdyi.'?m which 
made Theatre Nîght one of the notable 
events of the undergraduate calendar. 

This year marks the complete dis- 
appearance of another tradition which 
helped to make university life a thing 
apart from other work-a-day existences. 
We refer to freshman hazing. Old grads 
relate with glee the days when the fresh- 
man class was caught by the sophomores 
upon emerping from the first physics lec- 
ture of the year and joyously man-handled, 
one at a time. At a later date second year 
men contented themselves with making 
freshmen ridiculous and last session R.V.C. 
'32 was the only class on the campus to 
exercise the sophomores' ancient peroga- 
tive of introducing newcomers to college 
life. And this year will go down in History 
as the one in which hazing disappeared 
from McGill, probably forever. 

. Hazing has long been exalted as the 
ideal method of pumping the college spirit 
into newcomei-s and has been defended on 
that ground. '\\'ith the exception of the co- 
eds last year's first year class was not 
hazed, yet they took as important a part in 
college affairs as any freshman year has 
done. It is likely that the real reason for 
initiation was the sport it afforded the 
sophomores, .^^'hen a generation of sopho- 
mores arose which was bored with horse- 
play initiation and class rushes languished 
and finally disappeared.

Good Cheer? 

FOR several years past McGill suffered, 
or if you will, benefited from a dearth 
of cheer-leaders. This present session is no 
exception to the general rule and with the 
advent of the football season .of 1930 there 
is just as little enthusiasm for the exalted 
position of cheerleader as there was away 
back in 1929. However, we do manage to 
• find individuals capable and, with a little 
,-^-pï!i'3uasion, willing to undertake the diffi- 
cult task of gettina' some meaningless noise 
out of an apathetic crowd, with a combined 
display of St. "Vitus dance and a sharp at- 
tack of acute indigestion. 

The scarcity of cheer-leaders raises in 
p.ur minds the question of whether crowds 
jiow-a-days are not a little.rhore individual- 
. jstic than they were in the good old times 
Avhen a leader could really get action and 
noise out of the "gang" in the bleachers. 
.There was a time when each and every 
stut^ent in the crowd could be depended up- 
on to shout himself hoarse at the com- 
mands of tlio leader, but now there is a 
subtle something creeping into organized 
cheei'ing which makes for reticence. In- 
deed, a few of our acquaintances admit 
.that they feel more than a little foolish 
/>vhen they go to games, sit in the "rooters" 
section and work up false and superficial 
enthusiasm over incidents which they 
could do greater justice to >vith a good 
■full-throated rour than with what they 
consider silly jingling words chanted in 
unison. 

That organized cheering helps to win, 

or that the lack of it helps to lose games, 
is greatly to be questioned. Usually, a 
player on the field is so engrossed in the 
game as to be impervious to the noises 
around him whether laudatory or censor- 
ious. Somehow a feeling has grown up 
that organized cheei'ing is just another 
item on the program provided for the pay- 
ing spectators. 

Then there is the somewhat deplor- 
;ibU; ij.sycholoxicai attitude of mind which 
organized cheering has a tendency to bring 
about in a crowd. Oftentinies clo.sely uni- 
: I'ied shouting diverts the attention of the 
1 epectatogs from a good garne to a less laud- 
|/able focus on seeing a wiiming game.

Your editorial of today invites the expression 
of opinion on a proposed Model Assembly of tho 
League of Nations at McGill next February. As one 
ot those when went from McGill to tho Assembly 
held last year In Toronto, may I say that a splen- 
did thing it would be for us to repeat tho venture. 

Th« enthusiasm of the Toronto Student body 
at Jarre, their Interest in all meetings of the' Aa- 
sembly, as well as their actual participation, 
through some sixty or seventy accredited dele- 
gates, both men and Avomen, were indicative ot tho 
attractiveness of" the idea; while the preliminary 
reporte of the commieslons and. committees, pro 
vidlng the data for Intelligent discussion of- the 
iBKUfcB on the agenda, proved how thorough had 
been this preliminary study, and Indicated some- 
thing of the educational cienlfloanco ot the whole 
project. Lastly, the University of Toronto, acting 
as host to the representatives of seven or eight 
other Universities, excelled itself In the gracious 
ncsE of its hospitality, raising a budget consider 
ably in excess of that presented by ,Mr, Baker to 
the Students' Council hero. 

The thing was done well In Toronto last yem; 
BQ well that it evoked Sir Herbert Ames' un 
qualified praise, and his hope that this would only 
bo the first of a series oC such asscmblicB, It is 
distinctly up to McGlll to bring that hopo to 
rcallrntlon— her privilege and her opportunity. The 
thing is well worth doing and worth doing well 
Its significance as demonstrating genuine interest 
In international affairs would bo considerable. Even 
greater is the opportunity it would provide noi to 
a few Btudciiis only, but to tho whole student body, 
ot achieving a sympathetic and realistic under- 
standing ot the methods and purposes ot an As 
sembly ot the J..0Bguc ot Nations. 

I hope that th« Students' Council will see their 
way to acceding to Mr. Bakcr'i reqtieat, and. that 
the R.V.C. executive will also give It their 
support.

An honest 
desire to get as otoso to tlie truth aa circumstances 
permit must bo the centre ot a newspaper man's 
creed. Independence becomes to him the very 
raison d'ttr*. 11 is tho one thing he holds more 
precious than life itself. It It Is tlu-oatened, he will 
turn, and do battle more fiercely than a .she-wolf 
at bay. 

But— as the editors ot "The Varsity" have had 
brought hpmo forcibly enough during the past two 
years— an undergraduate Journalist must never 
forget that there' are times when his ; allegiance to 
his code conflicts With his duty to tho community 
which he serves.

H,\vlng completed its first full year 
ot existence at this university, tho 
Officer's Training Corps seems to bo 
well entrenched. It carried on effi- 
ciently and fairly unobtrusively, nc- 
quUtlng itself with credit, n» be- 
I'omcs îv group associated oven In a 
slight ilegrre with the University of 
Itritish Columbia, Superficially speak- 
ing, the O. T, C. nppoars hnrniloss 
enough, and Its tidvnnloges are ovl- 
denl. Its members receive training 
in disriplino; they dovrlnp alertness 
.Ttid "ospril lie corps"; they are band- 
ed togothor in fellowship; thry earn 
military standing that will be use- 
ful to . some, of Iheni Ititcr on. A'l 
this, however, must not bo p.Ilowed 
to bide the fact that there Is mili- 
tarism ill (Uir midst, and the "Ubys- 
soy" firmly believes that there 
should be no pl.Tco In a university 
for military training. ^ 

Supporters of tho C. O. T. C. stress 
tho fact that the nttnlnment of a 
military rank while at the university 
will bn convenient for Ihoso who 
will want it after gradtinlibri. This 
is true, of co\n-se. but if a p<illi y of 
ministering to the convenience of 
small groups Is to be followed, there 
ire plenty ot things more within the 
province of .a university that inlghl 
If. ilonc. There are some, for In- 
stance, who would find a knowledge 
of Spanish very ul^eful. and surely it 
is the business of an intstitullon like 
this to try to meet such, needs, r.T- 
ther than to start Instruction on the 
proper way to bayonçt fellow human 
beings. Military training may be of 
help to a fow, hut that Is not enough 
to .iustify its existence on this i am 
pus, and it Is ft convenience that 
should be sacrificed. 

Supporters of the C. O. T. C. urge 
further that it is necessary to keep 
a body of trained officers for na- 
tional defence. Considering condi 
tlons in the world today, this need 
must bo admitted. The defence force 
should be maintained at a minimum 
strength, however — as it Is In Cana- 
da—and it is not necessary to train 
university students for this purpose. 
There is plenty of other intelligent 
material for the army, and students 
lan get such training, If they want 
it, in the regular militia units whilî 
attending university or after gradu- 
ation. 

Comparatively inoffensive as it 
now is, the C. 0. T. C. has great 
possibilities of future development. 
If it Is tolerated, it may soon become 
a very powerful, influence here, and 
. ven be made a regular credit courso 
— as Is the case in some universities. 
That the C. O. T. C. will prosper is 
certain, indeed, unless the student 
body has the vision and the will to 
oppose it steadily. V this is to be 
done, the tendency to accept calmly 
what has been constituted by higher 
authorities must be resisted. In this 
matter ot military training, those 
who aro opposed to it must have the 
courage of their convictions regard- 
less of what many ot older genera- 
tions, brought up in difteren tradi- 
tions, believe. If there is ever going 
lo be u sincere riiangc in the .ttti- 
ludc of civilized man towards war. 
then determined efforts must be 
ra.ide- to effect It; and as far ns this 
generation In this university !v con- 
cerned, a definite beginning can be 
made by refusing lo allow military 
training lo become a part of our 
acadi'inic life. 

In considering the official sancllon 
of the C. O. T. C, it Is well to re- 
member that this was not given 
the student body, but, on the 
rr.'irv. was boslowod by 



highest official approval, the gliiinur 
of militarism must bo resisted If the 
influenco uf tho C. O. T. C. Is to be 
checked. Bayonets and mnrllal bands, 
ranks ot marching men tn i,pnicc- 
imlforma with shining buttons, have 

an ntfrnctlon lhat readily wins thèni 
popiilnr favor and applaiiHO. It Is 
only when one stops to consider what 
It all means nnd stands for, that ono 
can muBler sufficient Htrcngth of 
mlitd (o .denounce Iheso things. That 
they .should ho allowed In a univer- 
sity, of nil places, Is revoltljig to 
.■myoiie who has tho aclvnncempnt ot 
iiiankliul honestly at heart. 

Tho military spirit and the war 
psychology that prepared Germany 
for the Great War. were harbored and 
fosterçd to a largo extent In tho unl- 
vewlUes. Tho mitllnry cnste reared 
in such traditions and such an at 
niospheip led the (îcrinan people In 
lo the carnage of tho most appnlllng 
conflict In history. It is hot suggest 
ed lhat Officers' Training Corps In 
Canadian universities will bring this 
country to n similar fate, but • the 
observation to make Is bow Kroatly 
the masses c;in be Influenced by their 
Icadcr.s and by the most enlightened 
strata among them. From the uni- 
versities of the world come lenders 
for nil walks ot life, nnd If studonts 
would hnvc nothing to do with mlli- 
inrism. nnd would denounce It in all 
its manifestations, .a strong pacific 
"seiitlment could be developed .iniong 
tho nations. As long ns mllitiirism 
Is tolerated by the most intelligent 
elements, it will continue to flourish 

In thO' matter ot militarism In 
universily, then, there can be no 
compromise. Either It Is .illow.;d to 
exist, and tho institution ns a whole 
Is branded as ono that allows It to 
exist, or It Is wholly repudiated, 
band, bayonet and button, and the 
institution stands untalntc<l before 
the world. The "Ubysse.v" believes 
that tho C. O. T. C. should be dls^ 
ostabllshed nl the university of Brit 
Ish Columbia. Apparently, however, 
the student body is powerless to re 
move the stigma ot militarism that 
must attach to It, This being so 
all we can do Is to present our case 
as we have presented it, to sum up 
by repeating that In our opinion a 
university Is no place for military 
training, and . to ask that s'vUdents 
consider very carefully bctoro affili- 
ating themselves with the Officers' 
Training Corps. ■ ■■■_[
